Claims 1-4 and 30-34 are pending. 
Claims 1-4 and 30-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior arts are Bartels (US 5,192,445) which teaches poly (4-vinyl 
pyridine) membrane cross-linked with dibromobutane, Waite (US 5,147,553) which 
teaches selectively permeable membrane which contain poly (4-vinyl pyridine) and 
epichlorohydrin, and Minchak et al (US 4,522,902) which teaches forming membranes 
with materials from among a large group of compounds, which include epichlorohydrin, 
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aniline, and vinyl pyridine. None of the cited references teach forming poly (4-vinyl 
pyridine) membrane on a woven support, followed by cross-linking with epichlorohydrin 
and aniline as in claim 1 . Claims 30- 34 recite a process of electrodialysis using the 
membrane of claim 1 , and therefore, allowable.
